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least 30 years from the date of deposit, upon issuance of the present application as a U.S. Patent, 
the deposit of Mannheimia sp. LPK7 will be accessible, available, and obtainable at least until 
2034. 

As the present application was filed May 26, 2006, any patent issuing on the present application 
will have a term expiring on May 26, 2026 (plus any Patent Term Adjustment). Accordingly, the 
deposit of Mannheimia sp. LPK7 will assure public availability of that microorganism for the 
entire term of the patent.
